“The first and vitally important feat 
was the establishment of the suprem- 
acy of the American flag, and this had 
to be done by the effort of those gal- 
lant fellow-Americans of ours to whom 
80 great a debt is due—the officers and 
enlisted men of the United States 
army, regulars and volunteers alike. 
In a succession of campaigns, carried 
on in unknown tropical jungties, against 
an elusive and treacherous foe vastly 
outnumbering them under the most 
adverse conditions of climate, weather 
and country, our troops completely 
broke the power of the insurgents 
smashed their armies and harried the 
broken robber bands into submission. 
In its latter stages, the war against 
out rule sank into mere brigandage, 
and what our troops had to do was to 
hunt down the parties of ladrones. 

“It was not a task which it was 
humanely possible to accomplish in a 
month or a year; but month by 
month, year or year, with unwearied 
end patient resolution our army in 
the Philippines did the task which it 
found ready to hand, until the last 
vestige of organized was 
stamped out. I do not refer to the 
Moros with whom we have exercised 
the utmost forbearance, but who may 
force us to chastise them if they per- 
sist in attacking our troops. Among 
the Filipinos proper, however, peace 
has come. Doubtless here and there 
sporadi> outbreaks of brigandage win 
occur from time to time, but organ- 
ized warfare against the 


Our 
army in the islands has been reduced, 
until it is not a fourth of what it was 
at the time the outbreak was at its 
height. 

“Step by step, as our army con- 
quered, the rule of the military was 
supplanted by the rule of the civil 
authorities—the soldier was succeeded 
by the civilian magistrates..

beén done so far as possible by na- 
tive Filipino officials, serving under 
these Americans. The success of the 
effort has been wonderful. Never has 
this country had a. more upright or 
an abler body of public representa- 
tives than Gov.

FROM INDIA TO AMERICA. 
The Swami Vivekananda is supposed 
to have been nearly 440 years old at 
the time of his death. His real name 
was Norendro Nath Dutt, and he was 
the son of a Calcutta attorney. He

less native schools of the city, and 
then appears to have graduated at 
Calcutta University.

TRIUMPH AND ECLIPSE. 

Vivekananda returned to India after 
a few years of lecturing in the West, 
and India gave him a triumphant wel- 
come. In Bombay, in Madras, in Cal- 
cutta, the people turned out to greet 
the man who had intepreted their an- 
clent creed to the nations of the West, 
and forced, as they thought, the arro- 
ge the su- 
premacy of the Indian sacred know!l- 
edge. There were processions and tri- 
umphal arches, music and acclama- 
tions; the country rang with the Yogi's 
praises, the native press was full of 
his movements and addresses. 

Then, suddenly, a change befell. Some 
of his western disciples, by whom he 
was accompanied to India, fell away. 
It was said that one or two who had 
placed large sums of money at his dis- 
posal for various philanthropic 
schemes, left him in disgust. Scan- 
dal, as usual, was busy; the world has 
never been known to let slip the op- 
portunity presented by a religious 
teacher with women associates.

SUBSTITUTE JUSTICE TO HEAR 
THE PRELIMINARY. 


— 


Prisoner and Johnson, Who Accuse 
Each Other of Slaying Yeager, on 
Hand—New Camping 
Sand Dab Man' Fall. 


AVALON, Aug. 22.—This was the day 
set for the preliminary examination of 
A. B. Boyd of Los Angeles, charged 
with the murder of W. H. Yeager of 
Louisville, Ky., who was shot at the 
termination of a game of poker in the 
Metropole barroom the 13th inst. 

C. C. McComas of the District Attor- 
ney’s office, for the State, and Ear! 
Rogers, for the defense, came over 
last evening, together with Harry 
Johnson, Jr., the only other eyewit- 
ness to the shooting, and whom Boyd 
accuses of having fired the fatal shot. 
Young Johnson was accomopanied by 
his father. This morning the prisoner, 
Boyd, accompanied by his mother and 
sister, arrived, together with witnesses 
in the case, 

At 2 p.m. Justice William Allen, be- 
fore whom the case was to come, con- 
vened his court, and without prelim- 
inaries Mr. McComas demanded that 
the case be postponed and a change of 
venue taken to a Los Angeles court, 
claiming that as Justice Allen had been 
summoned as a witness by the defense, 
he was disqualified from trying the 


case. 

Rogers, for the defense, demanded an 
immediate trial, declaring that he was 
ready to go on with the trial, but finally 
an agreement was reached between the 
opposing counsel and Justice Allen that 
the case be postponed until tomorrow 
at 11:50, and that a justice who had no 
connection with the case procured 
before whom the trial should take place, 


was brought,into use and a message 
sent to the District Attorney request- 
ing that a substitute justice be sent 
over on the early steamer tomorrow. 

The case is somewhat remar 
from the fact that each of the young 
men who were in the room at the time 
of the shooting accuses the other of 
doing the deed, and only circumstantia! 
evidence points to Boyd as having fired 
the shot. The Coroner's jury, after a 
searching inquiry, brought in a non- 
committal verdict, declaring the shoot- 
er unknown, and retommending that 
Boyd be held and that Johnson be re- 
quired to give bond as a witness.

The paper states that it is not dis- 
cussing the question on its merits, nor 
advocating a change, but that Long 
Beach is rapidly changing and modi- 
fications of policy will be forced, “and 
the danger that confronts us is that 
when once the leakage begins, there
